Three From “Museums Choice” 


Exhibit At Addison Gallery 


Sixteen museums have chosen three of their best pictures 
painted since 1930 in an exhibit now at Addison Gallery that 
was assembled by the Museum of Art, Rhode Island School of 
Design and it is interesting, from a layman’s point of view, to 
choose three of the best from the best using as a criterion, 
“This appeals to me,” ‘This | do not like,’’ “This | don’t un- 
derstand,’ and for one or two, perhaps, ‘’Why?” 

This latter mood of incomprehension is apt to prevail 
when faced with the labyrinthine lines and color daubs of 
‘‘Prescience’’ by Charles Howard. It seems almost to represent 
formal shirt fronts with spidery fingers stretching into the un- 
known, but foreknowledge of what? A keenly imaginative per- 
son might choose this as a best but we dub it ‘most puzzling”’ 
and pass on to ‘’Nighthawks’” by Edward Hopper, pictured 
above. Here in the hard artificial light of an all-night diner 
while the rest of the world is sleeping, sit a couple whose 
faces, strained to awakenedness, pale and mask-like, reflect 
the eeriness of the hour. Realistic and lacking in prettiness, 
it is a painting impossible to ignore or forget. 

“Early Sunday Morning,” ‘“Main Street’’ by the same 
artist could be an extension of the street that is the scene of 
‘'Niighthawks,’’ clothed in a sleepy atmosphere of half-drawn 
shades, motionless barber poles, and a quiet that speaks. It 
could even be our Main street before the bustle of church going. 

A personification of that ‘all gone feeling’ is “’I’m 


Tired’’ by Yasuo Kuniyoshi and another fine portraiture is| 


‘Babette’ by Eugene Speicher. Yauo Kuniyoshi’s self portrait 
as a golf player is a striking picture with bold lines and colors 
which depict the artist as out of his element with a golf club. 

A picture, photographic in its detail, is ‘City Interior’ by 
Charles Sheeler, while ‘“March Sunlight’’ by Charles Burchfield 
portrays a scene of light sand-colored roads and cliffs with 
pastels and silver against deep green trees, as spring-like as a 
decorative hat. 


Creating a feeling of hopeless and unanswerable depres- | 


sion are such paintings as “20th Century Ruin” by Alexander 
Brook, showing the charred remains of a home, grey and de- 
jected, with the hopeless figure of a woman alone on the stone 


wall and ‘Fat Of The Land” by Philip Evergood whose artistic | 


dealing with a social problem is more emphatic than a band 
playing. By comparison, he draws a road separating the fertile 
from the unproductive land with broken, leafless trees on one 
side, and tall, reaching spires on the other, with no compromise 
between. 

From Brooklyn comes ‘The Bowl’ by Reginald Marsh, 
showing a whirling amusement park “’thriller’’ lumping togeth- 
er various anatomical parts in various disections, and a touch 
of Massachusetts, even a smell, is evident in Karl Zerbe’s 
“Gloucester Alley.” Not a picturesque recreation of Glouces- 
ter’s sea and coast, but a conglomeration of fishing shacks, 
fish, and an ancestral portrait that sounds like an anatopism. 
It isn’t. Even the central figure of Mr. Fish dangling from an 
unattached hook speaks more truly of Gloucester than many 
Q seascape. 

One of the most appealing pictures of the exhibit is ‘“End 
of Summer” by Gladys Rockmore Davis in which two tanned 
children and one sleepy brown dog curl up together, contented 
yet wistful and perhaps a little wishful. 

In the room opposite the stairs at the gallery, holding the 
place of honor, is a painting by John Rogers Cox entitled “Grey 
and Gold.’ Green grass crowned with high-gold wheat is divided

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We Dare To Choose 


Three From “Museums Choice” 
Exhibit At Addison Gallery 


Sixteen museums have chosen three of their best pictures 
painted since 1930 in an exhibit now at Addison Gallery that 
was assembled by the Museum of Art, Rhode Island School of 
Design and it is interesting, from a layman’s point of view, to 
choose three of the best from the best using as a criterion, 
This appeals to me,” “’This | do not like,’’ “This | don’t un- 
derstand,”’ and for one or two, perhaps, ‘’Why?” 

This latter mood of incomprehension is apt to prevail 
when faced with the labyrinthine lines and color daubs of 
‘’Prescience’’ by Charles Howard. It seems almost to represent 
formal shirt fronts with spidery fingers stretching into the un- 
known, but foreknowledge of what? A keenly imaginative per- 
son might choose this as a best but we dub it ‘most puzzling” 
and pass on to ‘’Nighthawks’’ by Edward Hopper, pictured 
above. Here in the hard artificial light of an all-night diner 
while the rest of the world is sleeping, sit a couple whose 
faces, strained to awakenedness, pale and mask-like, reflect 
the eeriness of the hour. Realistic and lacking in prettiness, 
it is a painting impossible to ignore or forget. 

“Early Sunday Morning,’ ‘‘“Main Street’’ by the same 
artist could be an extension of the street that is the scene of 
‘Nighthawks,’ clothed in a sleepy atmosphere of half-drawn 
shades, motionless barber poles, and a quiet that speaks. It 
could even be our Main street before the bustle of church going. 

A personification of that ‘‘all gone feeling’ is “I’m 
Tired’’ by Yasuo Kuniyoshi and another fine portraiture is 
‘Babette’ by Eugene Speicher. Yauo Kuniyoshi’s self portrait 
as a golf player is a striking picture with bold lines and colors 
which depict the artist as out of his element with a golf club. 

A picture, photographic in its detail, is ‘City Interior’’ by 
Charles Sheeler, while ‘“March Sunlight’ by Charles Burchfield 
portrays a scene of light sand-colored roads and cliffs with 
pastels and silver against deep green trees, as spring-like as a 
decorative hat. 

Creating a feeling of hopeless and unanswerable depres- 
sion are such paintings as ‘’20th Century Ruin’’ by Alexander 
Brook, showing the charred remains of a home, grey and de- 
jected, with the hopeless figure of a woman alone on the stone 
wall and ‘Fat Of The Land” by Philip Evergood whose artistic 
dealing with a social problem is more emphatic than a band 
playing. By comparison, he draws a road separating the fertile 
from the unproductive land with broken, leafless trees on one 
side, and tall, reaching spires on the other, with no compromise 
between, 

From Brooklyn comes ‘The Bowl’’ by Reginald Marsh, 
showing a whirling amusement park ‘‘thriller’’ lumping togeth- 
er various anatomical parts in various disections, and a touch 
of Massachusetts, even a smell, is evident in Karl Zerbe’s 
“Gloucester Alley.” Not a picturesque recreation of Glouces- 
ter‘s sea and coast, but a conglomeration of fishing shacks, 
fish, and an ancestral portrait that sounds like an anatopism. | 
lt isn’t. Even the central figure of Mr. Fish dangling from an 
unattached hook speaks more truly of Gloucester than many 
a seascape. 

One of the most appealing pictures of the exhibit is ‘’End 
of Summer” by Gladys Rockmore Davis in which two tanned 
children and one sleepy brown dog curl up together, contented | 
yet wistful and perhaps a little wishful. 

In the room opposite the stairs at the gallery, holding the 
place of honor, is a painting by John Rogers Cox entitled ‘’Grey | 
and Gold.’ Green grass crowned with high-gold wheat is divided | 
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“NIGH THAWKS” 


Included in the exhibition, ‘Museums’ Choice,” now at the Addison 
Gallery is this “Nighthawks” by Edward Hopper. Submitted by the 
Art Institute of Chicago as one of their best contemporary American 
paintings, the picture is one of Hopper’s recent series whose subjects 
present the depressing atmosphre of all-night diners, movie theaters 
and hotel lobbies in the harsh light of very early morning. 


by a cross of brown road. Above, the grey mountains of clouds 
are touched with a stormy light that casts a wildness over the 
whole scene. It is an exciting picture, momentous in the emo- 
tion it creates. 

In the same room, John C. Atherton’s treatment of 
stretches of wasteland, sleeping boy and tumbling ‘’Villa Ro- 
tunda’’ emphasizes the texture and contrast of materials and 
thrown over the railing of the precariously undecided stairway 
is a deep blue robe with hanging fringes. The tenseness of 
Margaret Boni Playing the Recorder’ by Julian Levy is one 
of prominent, straining bones and an edge-of-the-seat posi- 
tion, while frenzy is the predominant emotion in “Storm 
Frightened Animals’’ by Henry O’Keller and is shown mostly 
by the huddling backs of horses. 

There are many others. A still life by Franklin C. Watkins, 
and an expressive ‘Portrait of an Old Man” by Joseph Hirsch, 
“The Blue Necklace’ by Eugene Speicher and the sturdy 
“Boots’’ of Marsden Hartley and on and on, 

So we dare to make our choices, ‘‘Nighthawks,’’ “End Of 
Summer’ and ‘‘Grey and Gold” and wonder what other visitors 
to the gallery would choose. Could we add one from the per- 
manent collection at Addison, our addition would be Robert 
Henri’s ‘“Mary,’” whose intriguing personality induces us to 
hark back to the 20's in motion picture slang to give her the 
title of Addison’s IT girl. 

An artist in the photographic field, Paul Strand, has an 
exhibit of unique prints in one of the downstairs rooms of the 
gallery and it should not be missed in a visit to the ‘‘choicest.”’

INSURANCE ACT AMENDMENT 
UNDER CONSIDERATION 


Veterans who contemplate drop- 
ping their GI insurance hecause 
they object to some of the restrict- 
ing provisions of the policies are 
advised that amendments liberal- 
izing the National Service Life In- 
surance Act of 1940 are being con- 
sidered by Congress. 

Besides. offering the veteran a 
choice of ordinary life, endowment 
or limited pay life policies, the pro- 
posed amendments would allow the 
insured to elect to have his in- 
surance paid to his beneficiaries 
either in a lump sum or in install- 
ments, Installment payments are 
mandatory under the present act. 

The proposed legislation would 
also remove the restriction on the 
permitted class of beneficiaries. 
Under the present law, only the 
spouse, child, father, mother, sister 
or brother of the insured may be 
designated as beneficiary. New regu- 
lations would permit the insured to 
designate any person or legal entity 
as beneficiary. 

Another important change being 
considered by Congress is the in- 
clusion of total disability protection 
which would provide National Serv- 
ice Life Insurance policy holders 
with an income protection should 
they become totally disabled. 

Also being considered are amend- 
ments which would allow the pay- 
ing of insurance in a lump sum to 
the estate of the insured in case the 
insured had failed to designate a 
beneficiary, or if the designated 
beneficiary does not survive the 
insured,

TIRED OLD MEN 


The middle of March isn’t too early 
to think of the first Tuesday in No- 
vember. 

A lot of young people, or those of us 
who are getting near middle-age but 
who haven’t seen in their voting years 
anything but Democratic administra- 
tions are getting a little tired of the 
stand-pat Republicanism which does 
nothing but wait for the Democrats to 
make enough mistakes to finally get 
them ejected from the control of our 
government.

In our non-administrative elective of- 
fices, it would be well to provide for a 
‘more rapid turn-over than exists in some 
‘cases at present. Some of those who 
have it in their power by electoral grant 
to form the policies of certain depart- 
ments have served too long already. 
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'They have become mentally stagnant; 
‘in some cases they have lost the initial 
‘interest that they had in the depart- 
ment; they have become less aggres- 
'sive, less progressive. They are some- 
what tired, and increasingly eager to let 
things go on as they are. They become 
‘attached to some of the employees who 
‘should, in the interests of economy, be 
released. Their general aim seems to be 
to follow the path of least resistance. 

You cannot blame them really; after 
ten years or so in a town office it is not 
really human to keep up the initial im- 
petus, and initial interest. After ten 
years the reins should be turned over 
‘in the town’s best interests to someone 
‘possibly younger, someone who would 
have new ideas and new ambitions for 
the town. 

It’s not a case of letting someone 
else have a chance; it’s a case of letting 
the town have a chance at someone else. 


‘LET THEM THROUGH 


While we were riding down town the 
other day, we heard the fire alarm blow- 
ing. Instead of turning in Park street 
where we would probably bump head-on 
into a fire engine, we went up Barnard 
street and stopped momentarily at the 
rear of the Town House to indulge in 
the never-tiring pastime of seeing the 
engines speed out of the station. 

But the one we saw didn’t speed. It 
was our aerial ladder truck, which at

Park street, 
with any double parking, is really a men- 
ace to the fire department, and so to the 
public safety in general. Essex street, 
with single parking on both sides, is al- 
most impassable at times, and an awful 
lot of our fires are out that way. Main 
street, with double parking, is hard for 
the trucks to negotiate, especially if that 
double parking is in the vicinity of the 
town house. 

We hope that the new committee will 
give the problem a very thorough study, 
and present recommendations which will 
solve the various difficulties now present. 
If these recommendations are accepted, 
they certainly should be lived up to, and 
the police department should be given 
the necessary cooperation from the pub- 
lic to properly enforce them.

There Goes That Whistle Again! 


You can’t brush off the fire whistle, 
and when it blows the firemen, regular 
or reserve, drop whatever they’re doing 
to dash to the scene of a blaze.

FOR ATOM BOMB 


Accenting the point that there 
are large deposits of uranium in Rus-
